ſins:* and 1 is accordingly thus applied by the 
Evangeliſt. 


Amidſt numberleſs other circumſtances which 
muſt ſtrike thoſe with admiration who have made 
the glorious ſcheme of our redemption their ſtudy, 
this is none of the leaſt—that the Saviour of the 
world in the purſuit of his great end, made a full 
and continual diſplay of that which is ever moſt a- 
miable among the divine Attributes. To ſhow 
whence he came and what he was, the Meſſiah was 
to demonſtrate to the world that he had an abſolute 
command over nature: — this he might have accom- 
pliſhed by a variety of means, ſuch as are wont to 
ſtrike the deepeſt impreſſion upon the human mind. 
— He might have called down fire from heaven, © 
or Have opened the bowels of the [auth to, receive» 
thoſe who blafphemed his name; he might have 
ſummoned the . ſavage tenants of the wilderneſs to 
i or he 1 have unlocked the jaws of

by ſuch circumſtances as theſe: who could paint to 
your vain; and wayward imaginations, your Meſſiah 
burſting from the clouds in a triumphal car; array- 
ed in terrors, and armed with thunder like the hea- 
then Jupiter: — deſcending to Jeruſalem, and like 
thoſe to whom divine honqurs were given, for the 
miſchief they had done, or the (laughter they had 
committed over - running the world, and eſtabliſn- 


ing at the holy city the ſeat of univerſal empire— 


Whence had you theſe vain chimeras were they 
not all the offspring of a diſtempered fancy, the 


creatures of conceit and pride? Where had you con- 
cealed thoſe prophecies. of the humble ſtate in whieh 
your Meſſiah was to appear? His meekneſs and

* oppreſſed and afflicted, yet he was not to open his

tre, but the griefs and ſorrows of mankind: he was 
not to © cry nor lift up, nor cauſe his voice to be

lame man leap as an hart, and the tongue of the

We read not indeed of our bleſſed Saviour's ever 
beſtowing alms of money :—his benevolence was ex- 
erciſed in a manner more becoming his dignity. 
With a touch—a word—a look, he endowed at 
once the faithful ſuppliant with the power of ſup- 
- porting himſelf by his honeſt induſtry. We muſt 
- be contented with beſtowing the bleſſings of health 
and vigour more imperfectly and indire&tly,—our 
_ aſſiſtance muſt ever be partial, and inadequate to 
the wants and ſufferings of mortality: partial how- 
ever and inadequate as it is, yet ſtill we ſind it the 
ſource of the pureſt pleaſures to ourſelves, at the 
ſame time that it derives the moſt important bleſſings 
on our fellow-creatures.—I ſpeak to the humane 
and

and compaſſionate.— Is there a ſoul fo abſorbed in 
ſelfiſhneſs, ſo contracted by avarice, or fo elated: by 
ambition, as to have remained ever inſenſible to the 
pleaſure which ariſes from an act of generoſity ;— 
let him however once try the expemment:—let tow- 
_ ering ambition ſtoop, and groveling avarice riſe, to 
feed the hungry, or receive the ſtranger, or clothe 
the naked, or redeem the captive, or relieve him 
who is languiſhing on the bed of ſickneſs.“ But if 
in ſuch an act his ſoul has no pleaſure, it is in vain 
to call upon him: he who is ſo far gone from hu- 
manity, as to be inſenſible to the impulſes of ten- 
derneſs, and deaf to the cries of natural affection; 


will never liſten to the more ſtill voice of reaſon and 
argument. 


The truly humane and benevolent needs no im- 
pulſe to the performance of kind actions beſides that 
affection for his fellow- creatures, and that deſire of 
their happineſs which fills his ſoul: but ſince his be- 
nevolence muſt neceſſarily be much .confined—his 
_ own natural feelings will generally direct him in his 
choice of the objects upon which he will exerciſe it. 
He who is clothed in purple and fine linen, may not 
be very ſenſible to the inconveniences of cold and 
nakedneſs; —he who is ſurrounded by friends and 
dependants, may not feel for the diſtreſſes of him 
who

who deſtitute of thefe, wanders forlorn in a foreign 
clime;—he who fareth fumptuouſly every day, may 
forget that hunger is in the catalogue of human mi- 
ſeries :—the 1ron that hath entered into the ſoul of 
the captive, may not have pierced him who enjoys 
at large all the bleflings of heaven and freedom. | 


But who is there among us ſo exempted from the 
common lot of humanity, as not to have felt the 
pain and languor of ſickneſs, —thaſe farebodings of 
mortality—thoſe earneſts of our future diſſolution. 
In the midſt of joy and merriment theſe unwelcome 
gueſts will intrude: hen all the ſoul is harmony, 
and every nerve is at uniſon with delight, theſe diſ- 
cordant notes will grate upon the ear; and even in 
the gilded cup of pleaſure, every one knows how bit- 
ter often we find the draught. 


Suſpend a moment the noiſe of joy - the riot of 
feſtivity and turn to the haunts of mourning. See 
there him 40ho bath abjured all roofs, with nought but 
raggedneſs to protect him from the perſecutions in- 
clement ſkies, from the viciſſitudes of heat and cold, 
from the pelting rain, and from the keen tooth of 
the remorſeleſs wind — waging war with the fretful 
elements : — meagre hunger ſits on his wan counte- 
nance— poverty is his ſole attendant — diſeaſe hath 
worn him to the bone—affliftion within preys upon

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his heart — no friend is with him to ſooth his cares, 
to adminiſter to his wants, to lift him from the bare 
ground on which he lies. 


Who will play the Prieſt or Levite upon his baſe 
and wretched ſhape, that penury and diſeaſe in contempt 
of man have brought before him ?—helpleſs and for- 
lorn—deſtitute of health, and every thing which can 
make his pilgrimage here even tolerable. —Who will 


look upon this object the very ſhipwreck of huma- 


nity—and yet paſs it by? Nothing beſides was want- 


ing to finiſh the wretched picture of abject morta- 


lity.— He will not tax the elements with unkindneſs.— 
the outrages of fortune—of affliftion—ofdiſeaſe—he 
will bear—theſe are not his brethren—but a ſpirit 
wounded by the. neglect and contempt of thoſe who 
are united to him by the moſt intimate and endear- 
ing ties of nature and religion -who can bear? ?

Subſcribers, who recommend Patients from diſtant places, may 
ſend their caſes drawn up by ſome Phyſician, Surgeon, or Apothe- 
cary, (poſt paid) directed to the Secretary, at the Hoſpital. And an 
anſwer will be returned the firſt Roard-Day, whether, and when ſuch 
Patients can be admitted. — 


All Benefactors of twenty guineas, or upwards, at one time, are 
Governors during life; and all Subſcribers of two guineas per annum, 


or upwards, are Governors during payment. 


An annual meeting of all the Contributors is held in June, on a 
day fixed at the preceding general meeting, and a Sermon preached 


before the Society. 


A general Court of Governors for tranſacting the extraordinary 
buſineſs of the Society, is held four times in the year, viz, on the 
firſt Monday after March the 24th, Fune the 24th, September the 29th, 
and December the 25th, X 


A weekly Board of Governors, conſiſting of five at leaſt, meets 
every Monday at eleven of the clock, to regulate all matters relating 
to the admiſſion and diſcharge of patients; to enquire into the be- 
haviour of officers and ſervants, examine and pals the weekly ac- 
counts, and prepare matters. for the general board. 


Perſons who meet with ſudden accidents, requiring the immediate 
Help of Surgery, are received at any hour of the day or night, with- 
out any recommendation. All other patients are admitted on Mon- 
days between the hours of ten and twelve; and they are deſired to 
attend punctually before eleven o clock, it having been found incon- 
venient to admit any who offer themſelves after that hour.
